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WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


If we harken back to the beginning of the past week 

DOLP CANS we find conditions just exactly opposite to what they were 
one week before that time. On Junes 9th the thermome- 
ter was hovering around the 40-degree mark, and overcoats 
were not uncomfortable; on June 16th the thermometer 
was trying hard for a high record, and in sonié*cases made 
it, reaching well above the 90 mark, even up to 971% offi- 
cial. This happened in the same section of the country, 
Five Gallon Rectangular or we might more properly say in one section. In many 
others the extreme heat beat the relative cold records made 

before, and in most sections there has not been a drop of 
hr ane rain. Some few localities were favored with cooling rains, 
but they were entirely local, and the surrounding country is 
O il G d Qualit still suffering from the severe drouth. Generally speaking, 
nusua y 00 sd the drouth has assumed serious proportions, sections of the 
Central West not having had any rain for more than a 
month. The pea crop and pack of Indiana, in consequence, 


has been cut badly, and telegraphic reports just at hand as 
we go to press say that many of the canners will not be 
able to deliver over 50 per cent. on contracts. Thus the 
Western pea-packing regions are beginning to follow the 
Eastern pea canning sections with very disappointing yields 
and packs. ‘Taken as a whole, the week has not been fa- 


SOUTHERN CAN CoO. vorable for canners’ crops of any kind, nor in any section. 


A glance at our extensive crop reports, covering prac- 
tically all great canning sections, and given on another 
; BALTIMORE, MD. page, shows that in the Peninsula district the tomato acre- 
age has been cut down through the loss of plants by the 
; frosts and bugs; that what fields are planted show small, 
weak plants, suffering for the want of rain and threatened 
} with further damage from bugs and insects. It has been 
a most difficult season to get a good stand of plants, after 
transplanting. Over in Jersey practically the same condi- 
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tions prevail, the extreme heat and dry weather stunting 
or killing the newly transplanted fields of tomatoes. 

From New York State one cf the most reliable and 
trustworthy canners reports on general conditions: “Pros- 
pects are for a smaller pack than normal in Northern and 
Western New York.” Further, he says that small fruits 
are late and scarce, effected by the cold weather. Peas 
are reported as light, but looking healthy. In some sections 
of New York State the fruit crops have been killed by the 
late frosts, and in no section is a full crop of any kind of 
fruit looked for. The indications for the pea crop of this 
State are fair at this time. 

Ohio is suffering from the same complaints as the 
Peninsula, dry weather, bugs and a scarcity of tomato 
plants, some sections being worse off than others, but none 
of them reported as up to the normal. Corn canners in 
all States so far reported say they have cut their acreage 
considerably, but that the crop is doing well and giving in- 
dications of a normal yield from the reduced acreage. 

A prominent corn student of Indiana reports conditions 
in his locality as the poorest in years, dry weather playing 
havoc with the 50 per cent. acreage contracted this season. 
A large tomato canner of the same State reports a reduc- 
tion of 33 1-3 per cent. in his tomato acreage with indica- 
tions very poor, owing to the cold and dry weather. 

A well-known corn packer of Iowa reports having 
only 40 per cent. of a normal acreage, but that the crop is 
doing well and promises a good yield from the acreage. In- 
cidentally there will be a big meeting of the Iowa and Min- 
nesota corn canners at Waterloo this week—June 27th— 
the purpose of which is to learn just how corn must be 
canned this season in order to fully comply with the pure 
food law requirements. It is safe to say that any corn can- 
ner will profit by his visit to this meeting, and possibly 
learn how to pack his corn so as to bring better market 
prices. 

As if not to be outdone by the other sections of the 
country, California now reports a considerable shortage in 
her asparagus pack, although it was expected that a heavy 
pack would be made this season. Strictly in line with all 
pea packs made this season, California reports only 50 per 
cent. of expectations, and that some of the packers are 
very far short of future contracts. Cherries and berries 
are now being packed there, and it has developed that the 
supply of cling peaches will be quite short. 


The markets of the country are showing decidedly more 
activity, and some advances in prices have been made. 
Jobbers are beginning to see that it is about time to cover 
their requirements, and are showing more interest, though 
as yet they have not begun to buy extensively. Taken as a 
whole, the buying of tomatoes this past week has been 
heavy, all markets considered, and the visible stocks of spot 
goods are growing very much smaller. Indiana and the 
West are about cleaned up, and as this Eastern section 
has long borne the brunt of the supply, it, too, is getting 
low and holders are asking more money before parting 
with their goods. The market having moved up to &85c. 
here, and to goc. at Indianapolis and Chicago, holders are 
disinclined to accept this, and are asking 8714c. to goc., and 
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the latter figure, if not now actually, the market will soon 
be. No. 2s have moved up in company, and are generally 
quoted at 7oc., while No. 10s, the entire supply of which 
is here in the East, are purely nominal in price, being quoted 
at from $3 to $3.25. 

Corn has attracted more attention this past week, and 
immsense sales have been made. In the West the price 
seems to have moved above 5oc., and is now 52'%c., while 
in the East it is still said standard Maine style corn may 
be bought from 45c. to 50c. factory. Upon any slight ad- 
vance there are such offerings of blocks of corn as to 
keep the market from gaining any strength, and the fur- 
ther fact that holders of corn here are being cleaned out 
at any price in order to release the money,, prevents any pos- 
sibility of improvement. 

Short deliveries on pea contracts from Eastern pack- 
ers has’ awakened the market to the true conditions, and 
standard early June have advanced to goc., with a very 
much firmer feeling. Sifted are held at $1.20. Wisconsin 
reports the entire cleaning up of all spot stocks, and that 
packers have withdrawn from selling futures. The pea 
situation is gainng strength, and all indications seem to 
point to a continuation of this feeling. 

String beans, spinach and other articles of general pack- 
ing are meeting a good seasonable demand, and are gen- 
erally firm in price. String beans bid fair to be very much 
stronger, as the crop generally is in very poor condition. ‘The 
crop and pack of spinach has been disappointing and the 
market is firmer. 


CONDITIONS AS VIEWED FROM THE JOBBERS'’ 
STANDPOINT. 


In view of the fact that The Canning Trade has been 
publishing crop reports from various sections, and from par- 
ties right on the ground, showing that canners’ crops are not 
up to normal, and the further fact that all crops so far har- 
vested have proven far short of expectations, the summing up 
of conditions by the “New England Grocer and Tradesman” 
under date of June 13th, wherein they find ‘crop conditions 
everywhere now are pretty nearly perfect,”’ to say the least, is 
interesting. But it is unfortunate that retailers and jobbers 
should be given an impression that is anything but correct. 
In their comments they say: 

“Regarding the Sweet Corn Crop.” 

“Until within a comparatively few days the farm- 
ers in Maine were under stress of a good deal of anxiety, 
and many of them were complaining quite bitterly be- 
cause of the cold, damp season. Very early in the spring 
it seemed that the season would be far ahead of the 
average, but through May it was very backward. Dur- 
ing the last month we saw several advices where farm- 
ers were quoted as saying, ‘I wish it would stop rain- 
ing and warm up, so that I can plant my corn.’ The 
last week in May and the first week in the present month 
have proved favorable to the operation of the farmers, 
and as fast as land can be worked the corn crop is be- 
ing put in. It is more than likely that the remainder 
of the season will be about the average, so far as grow- 
ing conditions are concerned, and certainly the farmers 
will have nothing to fear now from frost. With plenty 
of moisture in the ground and normally hot weather, 
there would seem to be no reason why the farmers should

The New York Market 


Buying upon a small scale—Truth of crop damage becoming known—More interest shown, 


but no advances as yet—No. 10 Tomatoes very scarce—Pro-rata deliveries on south- 


ern peas—Picked up in the market. 


Reported by Telegraph 


New York, June 20. 

The Market.—Conflicting reports concerning crop 
damage and the steady declaration that the acreage of vari- 
ous canning crops will be reduced this year are exerting 
some influence upon prices. In addition to that, there is 
a general clean-up of some of the principal products in 
some localities. For example, Indiana reports that not a 
packer will have a tomato left when the new pack is ready 
for delivery. Brokers have been disposed to sneer at these 
statements, but gradually they are coming to understand 
that there is truth in them, and that the situation will de- 
pend in great measure upon the truth or falsity of these 
reports. Under such circumstances there is small wonder 
that the market has shown increased firmness as a result 
of the conditions and the reports of the past few days 
Buying is upon a small scale, with most purchasers satisfied 
with comparatively small quantities. Not much interest 
is shown, aside from providing for immediate requirements. 
The future is left to care for itself, not much interest being 
shown beyond the mere daily routine. Skepticism has much 
to do with this, perhaps, but there is beyond that a dispo- 
sition to discount all the disturbing reports that come float- 
ing in, and thus prevent advances in prices as long as pos- 
sible. Sales in this market have been about the same as 
usual, though here and there a buyer takes hold as though 
he really meant to do business. Extreme conservatism is 
the rule. But this does not work against firmness. In 
truth, all holders are firmer in their views on prices than 
they were a week or two weeks ago, and the tendency is 
upward, even though there is a desperate struggle in prog- 
ress to hold quotations down. Supplies are not liberal 
enough to make any difference in the feeling, and prices 
are held firm pending the outcome of the disturbed crop 
conditions. 

Tomatoes.—The market is practically unchanged, 
though it is a shade firmer. It is more difficult to find full 
standard No. 3s at less than 80c, and offers for a good 
many thousand cases at that figure have been declined. 
Spot quotations continue at 82%c. f. 0. b. factory in most 
instances, and sales are scarcely possible below that figure 
on full standards. The disturbing reports concerning the 
crop outlook are having their influence in maintaining 
prices, and holders are making the most of their oppor- 
tunity to maintain quotations, regardless of the attempts of 
huyers to force down values. Indiana is sold out, and there 
are only reduced stocks available anywhere. The effect of 
this is to keep prices upon a firm level. No. 2s are held at 
65c., and No. 1os are more difficult to find below $3.00, 
while some ask more than that figure. It is only the buy- 
ing required for ordinary daily requirements that is going 
on now. Futures are inactive, but former prices are main- 
tained. For No. 2s 60c. is asked, with 80c. for No. 3s and 
$2.40 for No. 10s. Sales are smail, and in the present un- 
settled condition of the crop reports it is impossible to ob- 
tain anything definite which will help in determining prices. 
The frost damage in some localities is reported slight, but 
everyone, particularly in the Northern sections, is having 
difficulty to make their plants grow, and the possible prod- 
uction seems to be much below the average. 

Corn.—Fancy Maine sorts are scarce and prices rule 
firm, though movement is light Sales are made in a small 


way only, and then to fill the daily requirements of pur- 
chasers. Under grades seem to be quiet and without much 
demand at any figure. Conditions are unsatisfactory in 
some quarters. Southern stock is held at varying figures, 
but there is still a good deal of cheap stock offered at 45@, 
50c., though the supply of this seems to be going down 
under the steady movement into consumption, which has 
been a feature of the business ever since the canning sea- 
son closed. Western corn seems to be unchanged, and 
sales are made in small lots. It is possible to buy some 
Western stock as low as 45c., but since the frosts a firmer 
feeling has prevailed, and in the main the situation offers 
indications of improvement. 

Peas.—Fine grades are steady, partly because of a 
slight increase in demand, and partly because crop reports 
are discouraging. It doesn’t matter from what direction 
the reports come, the general tenor is the same, and pack- 
ers are withdrawing prices on futures pending a determi- 
nation of what may be expected. From the South come 
reports of short deliveries on pro rata contracts. From 
Wisconsin comes the same information. Further than that, 
no one can say. A good interest is reported, and in many 
instances it is doubtful if goc. will buy No. 2 standard early 
Junes f. 0. b. factory. Sifted Junes are held at $1.20 fac- 
tory, and very few are offered. Old spot peas are firmer, 
and some grades are closely cleaned up. 

String Beans.—More attention is given, but the mar- 
ket is not active and sales are generally small. Supplies 
are ample for the present, at least, but what will develop 
later cannot be predicted. 

Asparagus.—Spot stock is held more firmly under a 
fair demand. Futures are not moving. The rather sur- 
prising assertion that the California pack will be 100,000 
cases short this year has caused buyers to pause and in- 
vestigate before going farther. 

Succotash.—The situation is unchanged and sales are 
made in a small way only. Most buyers appear to have 
sufficient for present requirements. 

Spinach.—The market is firmer, but sales are small. 

Sweet Potatoes.—Not much change is reported. Con- 
ditions favor the buyer in a general way, though occasion- 
ally a seller succeeds in disposing of a considerable quantity 
at a relatively high price. 

Sauerkraut.—Supplies are light and firmly held, but 
movement is relatively light. 

Fruits —The trade has been expecting the announce- 
ment of the new prices from California all the week, and 
pending their arrival comparatively little was done. Con- 
ditions generally are not changed, and holders remain firm 
in their views, refusing to make concessions, even in face 
of the threats to wait and buy the new crop. Not much 
of the old pack is left, which probably exerts considerable 
influence. 

Apples.—A fair interest is noted in State No. 10s, but 
the market is less active than a few days ago. It is possi- 
ble to buy on the spot for $2.30, which is a Ioc. reduction, 
compared with last week. Southern No. 10s appear to be 
steady at $2.25 here. 

Pears—The market is firm, but movement is rela- 
tively light. Conditions favor the holder, for the crop this 
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season is reported light in most of the Northern and East- 
ern sections. Old stocks are much reduced. 

Peaches.—A fair demand is reported. (Good stock in 
lemon clings is wanted, but other gradés are relatively quiet 
at present. 

Cherries.—The North and East will be virtually with- 
out fruit this year. The crop is the smallest known in 
years. In New Jersey, for example, trees which haven't 
failed to bear in twenty years have no fruit at all. New 
York is similarly affiicted, and while cherries do not con- 
stitute an especially important part of the canning opera- 
tions of these two States, the failure of the crop is indica- 
tive of conditions elsewhere. 

Strawberries.—Cold weather early, and dry weather 
late, reduced the output until the average will be far below 
normal. Old stock is held with confidence, and former 
price concessions are no longer possible. 

Raspberries.—The green fruit on many black cap 
vines has been burned brown by the dry weather, and the 
red berries have been seriously injured in places. Unless 
weather conditions change, only 2 fractional crop will be 
harvested. 

Salmon.—The market adopted a waiting attitude 
pending the arrival of opening prices on 1913 pack Colum- 
bia River fish. Old pack has been so closely cleaned up that 
it is difficult to find sellers at quotations. No. 1 red Alaska 
talls are held at $1.3714 outside, and in instances it is 
possible to buy at $1.32. A good movement is reported 
in fine goods. Pink talls are firmer, and sales have been 
made at Soc. here. Other grades are unchanged. 


PICKED UP IN THE MARKET. 

An advance to 52¥%c. was reported on Southern pack 
No. 3 sauerkraut. 

No. 2 extra select white cherries, 1913 pack, have been 
offered at $1.25 f. o. b. factory. 

Bids of $3.00 f. o. b. factory on No. 10 tomatoes have 
been declined. The outlook is for a higher level of prices. 

Wires from the South say that it is impossible to find 
No. 3 full standard sweet potatoes at less than 77'4c. f. 0. b. 
factory. 

Wires from Southern points reports an advance on 
No. 10 apples, with bids of $2.00 f. o. b. factory declined. 
Lowest selling terms are now said to be $2.25. 

The 1913 season for spinach has closed with a smaller 
output than anicipated. Carry-over stocks are limited, and 
supplies will not be liberal all together. The ideas of pack- 
ers are higher, based on 7oc. for No. 2s; No. 3s, 87%c.: 
No. 10s, $2.95 f. 0. b. factory. 

A letter from Baltimore reads: “Canning of peas 
progresses slowly, and deliveries will be short on a pro rata 
basis. Unless canners elsewhere have better fortune, the 
output will be short everywhere.” 

Letters from Indiana say that the tomato market was 
never as bare of offerings as it is row. One advice said it 
would be difficult to find more than one or two cars of 1912 
pack left in the State. Of the scores of canners from whom 
inquiry was made, most of them reported they are abso- 
lutely sold out, and the others are so nearly bare of stock 
that the clean-up will be complete by the time the new 
pack is ready for distribution. Last year Indiana packed 
800,000 cases, and practically every case has already been 
moved into consumption. Under such circumstances the 
preparations for a big pack this year would be much in 
evidence, but the indifference of future buyers and the 
scarcity of plants has resulted in a reduced acreage. How 
much reduced it is impossible to say, but from what can be 
learned it will by no means approach last season’s. ‘These 
conditions naturally foster firm views on prices, and buy- 
ers of futures are called upon to pay full ouside figures in 
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all instances. No canner can be found who will consider 
anything less than 85c. f. o. b. factory, while others think 
that the present high cost of canning even this is,too low. 
It is quite evident that some readjustment will be necessary 
before much business can be done. 

Willard G. Rouse, of the Easton Commission Com- 
pany, Easton, Md., spent a part of the early portion of 
the week in New York 


A letter from Camden, Oneida county, N. Y., says: 
“We had a very heavy frost and the beans were cut to the 
ground. It is impossible to say yet how badly the corn 
was injured.” This was written immediately after the 
freeze, and is reproduced to show that in that portion of 
New York State the injury was serious 


The market is virtually bare of best quality crab meat. 
The first shipments of new pack are reported just leaving 
Japan. Cables say that fishing has been much inerrupted 
by bad weather and the pack so far is small. The prospect 
indicates higher prices. Opening figures were consider- 
ably higher than last year. 


One day last week the Knockers’ Club, composed of 
leading brokers and jobbers of the West Side took an aft- 
ernoon off to try a little golf. The word little in this con- 
nection is used advisedly. They worked their way across 
the links and Pelham Manor, and discovering that they 
hadn’t dined properly, returned to the Travers Island Coun- 
try Club for dinner. The party included Joseph and G. W. 
Seeman, Henry von Bremen, Henry Killian, Samuel Pot- 
ter, Fred Lowenfels, Charles Corby, Arthur Decker, S. L. 
Stix, W. D. Hanford, J. W. Doolin, M. W. Houck and 
Harry Balfe. 


A leading Canadian packer writes: ‘We cannot sell 
any more lobster at present. Fearful storms have destroyed 
the fishing gear in numerous places, and some factories are 
closing as a result. In other places lobsters are very scarce, 
and, as there is a big demand, it looks as though the short- 
age would be more serious than expected Buyers are dis- 
posed to discount these reports and are delaying placing 
orders. ‘They seem to think that while the pack is short, it 
isn’t as short as packers would like to make it appear.” 

Some authorities say that the yield of peas per acre in 
Indiana will not be more than 75 per cent. of normal, and 
unless rain falls shortly, not more han 50 per cent. 


George Stocking, president of the Hohenadel Canning 
Company, Rochelle, Ill., has been in New York the past 
week, making his headquarters with J. M. McNiece & Co. 

Henry R. S. Graves, representing Robert Garvin & 
Co., London, large handlers of salmon, has been in this 
country on a tour of inspection. He sailed for home last 
week with a clearer impression of the situation than most 
Englishmen ever acquire. 

A letter from California says that the canneries have 
contracted for practically all the lemon cling peaches in the 
San Joaquin Valley. Opening prices of $20@22.50 per 
ton for orange clings, $25@27.50 per ton for Tuscans and 
$30 for Philips have been maintained almost without ex- 
ception. Canneries in the northern part of the State have 
done considerable buying there on the plea that they can buy 
cheaper than they can in their own vicinities. Packers 
seem to be willing to pay $20 for Elberta peaches, but ob- 
ject to going over that figure. Contracts for apricots have 
ranged as high as $40 a ton.

Buying Future Tomatoes more freely—Spot Corn continues to sell at sacrifice prices— 


Packers not accepting further orders for Future Peas—Votes for Women a blessing. 


Chicago, June 20, 1913. 

Weather.—Two days of the week have broken the 
June record for heat in Chicago for that month, the ther- 
mometer going to 98 degrees in the shade. Since then a 
rain and some cold winds from the Lake have cooled the 
temperature, and the situation is now one of good-growing 
weather, not too warm. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Wholesale grocers are disposed 
to buy both for future and spot needs, and I understand that 
some good contracts have been passed between jobbers and 
packers during the past week for future delivery. 

Indiana packers are now coming into the market with 
offerings of futures, and sales at 85c. cannery for standard 
No. 3 in cap cans have been freely made. 

Spot tomatoes are strongly held by first owners at 85c. 
and 87%c. Chicago for standard No. 3. 

There is some contracting for future No. 10 tomatoes 
going on at a price of $2.40 Maryland for standards and 
$2.65 Maryland for solid pack or fancy No. Io size. 

Canned Corn.—Although prices are alleged to have 
improved some, yet when the market is put to a practical 
test it is found that under the surface canned corn may be 
bought at a sacrifice price. 

I heard of a sale this week of Illinois packed extra 
standard canned corn in No. 2 cans at 55c. regular f. o. b. 
cannery. ‘The same corn was sold at opening of the sea- 
son for 65c., and is in the hands of very strong people. 

There is still some cheap stuff in canned corn in Ohio, 
but the quality of it is so poor that buyers will not pay 45c. 
per dozen f. o. b. cannery for it, and will not offer on it at 
any price. 

Illinois packers are reporting heavy decreases in acre- 
age of sugar corn planting. 

Canned Peas.—There is a good strong demand for 
spot peas, especially cheap goods at low prices. 

Futures in peas are going slowly, as packers are not 
inclined to push sales, believing that all their pack will be 
needed to fill contracts already taken. 

There are still a few remnants in canned peas lying 
around here and there. These are now being brought out 
and sold to low prices. 

Canned Salmon.—Pinks, 65c.; Chums, 55c.; Cohoes 
and medium red, 75c. Coast is the latest advice. 

The hot weather is bringing some increased trade, but 
not enough to justify whelesale grocers replenishing stocks. 

All grades are in good demand, however, and have be- 
gun to move in good style. No buying from the Coast is 
noted, though some low speculative offers have been made. 

California Canned Fruits.—There are no holdover 
stocks of California canned fruits here. Bartlett pears, L. 
C. peaches, Crawford peaches of extra and extra standard

quality are all in demand and very scarce. Extra standard 
I,. C. peaches in No. Io cans are entirely out of this market. 


Canned Spinach.—There are some buyers who are 
disposed to speculate in spinach at present prices and to 
place some good size orders for Fall packing. 

Canned Sweet Potatoes.—The stocks here are very 
small and prices low. Several sales of lots in 100 or 200 
case size have been made between jobbers here this week at 
goc. regular f. o. b. Chicago for fancy stock. This is 
cheaper than that grade can be laid down for, as stock 
East has gone out of first hands and is held firmly for 
strictly choice quality at 82c. per dozen cannery and in 
Eastern warehouses. 

_ Canned Apples.—In No. 10 size canned apples are 
well cleaned up and prices here have advanced about 35 
cents a dozen, with none offering even at those prices. 

There is an impression prevailing that the apple crop 
in Michigan and Northern New York was badly injured 
by the late frosts, and there is some speculative buying. I 
hear that $2.25 and $2.35 for fair Michigan apples was paid 
f. o. b. Chicago this week. 

American Sardines.—This article is without interest 
or friends in Chicago just now, and reports of short pack 
East are without believers among our buyers. 

Futures Slow.—Up to this time the sale of futures to 
retail grocers have been unusually small, much more so 
than for many years, ard wholesale grocers are buying in 
accordance with that situation. 

The Tariff Bill—that’s the thing—the Currency Bill 
--that’s the other thing. If Congress would so something 
or nothing and quit, then business would begin to buzz and 
rush 

When stocks and bonds are declining, and prices on 
nearly all other things are going downward, there is no 
chance to boom and exploit the market for canned foods or 
to stir up any speculative demand. 


Votes for Women.—<As soon as the Governor signs 
the bill which has passed both houses of the legislature, all 
the women in the State of Illinois will be voters at the next 
election, and a number of us unusually handsome men are 
going to be candidates for office. 

Seriously speaking, however, it is a great step forward 
toward right, justice and modern ideal civilization. The 
bums and saloon-keepers, the dive-keepers and crooks will 
all suffer because the entrance of women into politics will 
elevate public morality and antagonize the dishonest and 
vicious. 

Old party lines and parties will be swept away and 
broken up, and when votes for women become general in 
all parts of this God-blessed country of ours it will be the 
most progressive, happiest and most glorious of all lands.

not plant the acreage desired. Of course, it is too early 
yet to know just what the acreage will be, but the out- 
look from now on may be considered favorable, al- 
though, of course, it depends upon the plahs and senti- 
ments of the farmers as to how much corn they are to 


plant. A little later the acreage will be accurately 
known, when an approximate estimate can be made of 
the probable pack. We have no direct advices from 
other corn growing centers that differ materially from 
those from Maine. Cold, damp weather prevented free 
operations during May, but planting is now actively go- 
ing on everywhere.” 


“The Tomato Crop. 

“A few weeks ago we reported considerable damage 
by frost to tomato plants. This, as we noted at the 
time, was more annoying than serious. It caused more 
annoyance to the growers than to the packers, the grow- 
ers being compelled to replace the damaged plants 
with fresh ones. The destruction so early in the sea- 
son of the first setting of tomato plants was not a serious 
matter, because several weeks then remained when it was 
entirely feasible to reset plants and to set new fields. 
Advices from the principal tomato growing sections now 
are to the effect that the tomatoes are flourishing, and 
with a continuance of seasonable weather, there being 
a good supply of moisture in the ground. the yield ought 
to be normal and the quality about the same. Crop 
conditions everywhere now are pretty nearly perfect, 
and if there continues to be plenty of sunshine, warm 
days and warm nights, with now and then a shower or 


“According to reports from different sections of 
Maryland, and especiully from the Eastern Shore, the 
tomato crép is seriously threatened by the drouth. 
Shortages in other crops, including wheat, corn, hay and 
early vegetables, are imminent for the same cause. Short 
crops mean higher prices for nearby farm products in 
the city. The farmer will also be the loser because of 
shortage of crops. 

“The damage to tomato plants is the most serious 
menace to farmers. It is the most profitable crop grown 
in the State. In addition, it furnishes ready cash. To 
save the plants many farmers are resorting to the water- 
ing process early. This is an expensive and tedious un- 
dertaking. 

“Eastern Shore farmers are greatly discouraged be- 
cause of the ill fortunes which have overtaken them 
this year. Their strawberry crops were greatly short- 
ened by frosts, and prices were not as high as during 
former years. Frosts also was fatal to peach buds. It 
is the frequency of drouths, probably, which is causing 
alarm on the Eastern Shore and is bringing farmers to a 
serious consideration of the introduction of irrigation on 
the same plan as is employed in New Jersey, where it 


has proved to be successful in operation and profitable 
in its returns.”

Market 


Futures very quiet+-Great range of prices on Spots—Large packs of Sockeyes on Puget 


Sound and British Columbia promised—Big run in July—Tomato Canning in Oregon. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Seattle, June 20, 1913. 

Salmon.—The canned salmon market is just fairly 
active, so far as the spot trade is concerned, and very 
quiet as far as the future business is concerned. With here 
and there an exception, buyers absolutely refuse to nego- 
tiate for futures. Considerable business in spot goods 
is passing out at prices which are a “fright,” as one broker 
put it today. As a matter of fact, all kinds of prices pre- 
vail. There are so many scattering lost of fish that pack- 
ers are anxious to dispose of at almost any price, and 
packers are breaking away from their brokers to such an 
extent that it makes the market decidedly spotted. There 
is no general trend to values. It is a case of getting all 
you can. The condition of the market could not be better 
illustrated than by a small incident which came up during 
the last few days. A packer in San Francisco had seventy- 
two cases of reds in Seattle which he wanted to dispose of. 
A Seattle broker who ordinarily would have had no trouble 
placing this small lot of fish with any number of firms did 
his best, and finally succeeded in obtaining an offer of 
$1.15 as compared with $1.40, which he was offered for the 
fish last fall. Of course, this is probably an extreme case, 
but it is typical of what is going on. 

Prices have not yet been named on Columbia River 
Chinooks. ‘The quotations need not be expected for some 
little time. Packers say it would do no good to announce 
prices and might further complicate the market. Owing to 
record-breaking high-water on the Columbia River, can- 
ning operations have been suspended for the time being. 
The water is higher than it has been in a number of years. 

The prediction has recently been made that Puget 
Sound will this year pack a million cases of sockeye salmon. 
A\ million cases would be a large pack, but that figure was 
reached four years ago, when the last big run occurred. 
The fish have not commenced to run yet. Packers do not 
expect the heavy run of sockeyes until sometime in July. 
Advices received from British Columbia indicate that pack- 
ers there are prepared for a million-case pack. The Alaska 
pack will be about the same as last year. Only three or 
four canneries which operated last year will be closed this 
se:son. This loss will probably be made up by an in- 
creased pack at some of the other plants. 

Tomatoes.—Some interesting observations were made 
today by George M. Burrington, who handles the output 
of a large number of. the fruit and vegtable canneries in 
th Pacific Northwest. Mr. Burrington stated that this 
sc.son, for the first time, Southern Oregon will have quite 
a pack of tomatoes. ‘Two canneries have made arrange- 
m nts to pack tomatoes. Mr. Burrington states that the 
©:cgon tomatoes promise to be superior in flavor to those 
poked in California, and on that account he believes they 
wil sell readily. It has been demonstrated that the climate 
is right for tomatoes in that part of the State, but further 


north in Washington, the nights are too cold for the profit- 
able raising of tomatoes for canning purposes. 

Fruits.— Northwest canners have named prices on ber- 
ries. The prices follow pretty closely the opening prices 
in California, and are about ten per cent. lower than last 
year. 

Prospects for a good-sized fruit crop are bright, with 
the exception of cherries. Cherries are dropping pretty 
badly at present. There has been a good deal of wet 
weather, which has caused the damage. 

New pack rhubarb is now arriving. The pack of rhu- 
barb will be about the same as last year. 

Two new canneries will operate in Western Washing- 
ton this season. One is the Custer Cannery at Ferndale, 
and the other is the Fruit Canners’ Association cannery at 
Lynden. Both of these plants are located north of Seattle. 

There is scarcely any demand for future fruits and 
vegetables. The jobbing trade is just as heavy as it has 
been at any time, but jobbers are refusing absolutely to 
take hold of futures. This is generally attributed to the 
fact that prices opened at a decline, a factor that almost 
always induces caution on the part of buyers.

All indebtedness of the Bourdon-Castanera Co. will be 
paid right away and the matter taken out of the hands of a 
receiver. 

The plant is a thoroughly up-to-date one, and the lessees 
are very prominent factory operators of that city, having been 
identified with that packing business for many years. With 
their experienced guidance, there can be no doubt that this 
plant will during the coming season hold its position as one of 
the leading packing companies of the city. 

Mr. Harvey has been connected with the Dunbars, Lopez 
& Dukate Company for many years, and was with Mr. Lopez 
when he began the great developmental work in this line years 
ago. 

Mr. Clark is also an experienced manager, having served 
in this capacity for the Biloxi Canning Company for a num- 
ber of years. He was also formerly manager of the Avery Is- 
land Packing Company, one of the MclIlhenny plants in Louis- 
jana.

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ALL MEATS PUT UNDER THE FOOD AND DRUGS ACT. 


Government Gains Powerful Means of Regulating Traffic in 
Spoiled Meats—Three Secretaries Revoke Regulation 39, 
Which Since 1906 Has Prevented Seizure of Adul- 
terated or Misbranded Meat Food Products Un- 
der the Pure Food Law—Far-Reaching 

Opinion from Attorney General. 


Washington, D. C., June 18.—The most radical and far- 
reaching extension of the Food and Drugs Act probably ever 
made went into effect June 16th by the unanimous vote of the 
three secretaries. On motion of Secretary Houston, acting 
under a far-reaching opinion of the Attorney General and 
secretaries of the Treasury and of Commerce joined today with 
the Department of Agriculture in putting domestic meat and 
meat food products for the first time fully under the provi- 
sions of the Food and Drugs Act. For the first time, there- 
fore, manufacturers of meat foods will now be required to com- 


ply with the Food and Drugs Act as well as the Meat Inspec- 
tion Law. 


This action was taken by revoking Regulation 39 of the 
Rules and Regulations for the Enforcement of the Act, which 
was adopted October 17, 1906, and since that time has spe- 
cifically exempted meats and meat food products, and their 
producers from the operation of the Food and Drugs Act. 
Owing to this regulation, now revoked, the Department of 
Agriculture hitherto has been effectually prevented from pro- 
ceeding against manufacturers of meat foods under the Pure 


Food Law, or ordering seizures and prosecutions for mis- 
branding or adulteration of domestic meats. 


The Revocation of Regulation 39 resulted from the fact 
that Secretary Houston could not understand why meat and 
meat food products were not a food in the sense of the Food

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and Drugs Act, or why the Department of Agriculture could 
not seize bad meat or adulterated or misbranded meat, once 
it had entered interstate commerce. He, therefore, requested 
an opinion from the Attorney General in a letter in part as 
follows: - 


“TI am informed that up to the present time meats 
and meat food products have been practically exempted 
from the operation of the Food and Drugs Act on ac- 
cating an intent on the part of the Congress that meats 
made by the three secretaries for the enforcement of this 
Act. * * * JT am advised by the solicitor for this 
department that there is nothing in either statute indi- 
cating an intent on the part of the Congress that meas 
and meat food products should not be required, in 
common with all other articles of food, to meet the tests 


for adulteration and misbranding prescribed by the Food 
and Drugs Act. * * #* 


“TI deem it a matter of great importance to the pub- 
lic that the Food and Drugs Act should be given full 
force and effect, and it is my purpose, if you shall decide 
that the provisions of this remedial statute are applic- 
able to meats and meat food products prepared under 
the Meat Inspection Law, to propose to the Secretary of 


the Treasury and the Secretary of Commerce that Regu- 
lation 39 be revoked.” 


Attorney General McReynolds, on May 24th, answered 
with an opinion, in part, as follows: 
“T have carefully examined the opinion of the so- 


licitor * * * and I agree with him that your ques- 
tion should be answered affirmatively. 


“Both statutes had the common purpose of pre- 
venting the shipment in interstate and foreign com- 
merce of impure or unwholesome foods. 

“The Act (Meat Inspection) * * * is enforced 
only by criminal action; it does not provide for the seiz-

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ure of the meats themselves, nor does it reach meats 
which have become spoiled after leaving an official estab- 
lishment, but which are still in interstate commerce. 

“The Food and Drugs Act, on the other hand, ac- 
complishes its purpose, not by an inspection prelimi- 
nary to transportation * * * but by making crimi- 
nal the interstate commerce in adulterated or mis- 
branded foods and drugs. Provision is made for col- 
lecting and analyzing samples of foods and drugs, and 
in addition to punishing violators of the law, authority 
is given to seize and destroy the adulterated or mis- 
branded foods themselves. 

“While these two statutes overlap to some extent, 
neither is inconsistent with the other, nor is anything 
contained in them to indicate that either was intended 
by Congress as a substitute for the other. I am of the 
opinion that the Acts are supplementary to each other, 
and that both apply to the same article of food wherever 
their language so indicates.” 

“That the Food and Drugs Act applies to meats and 
meat food product is clear from its language. For in- 
stance, in Section 6, it is said: 

“ “The term ‘food’? as used herein shall include 
all articles used for food, drink, confectionery or condi- 
ment by man or other animals, whether simple, mixed 
or compound.’ 

“Section 7 provides that, for the purposes of the 
act, an article shall be deemed to be adulterated, in the 
case of food; 

“Sixth: If it consists in whole or in part of a 
filthy, decomposed or putrid animal or vegetable sub- 
stance, or any portion of an animal unfit for food, 
whether manufactured or not, or if it is the product of 
a diseased animal, or one that has died otherwise than 
by slaughter.’ ”

“Regulation 39 of the Rules and Regulations, made 
in pursuance of the authority conferred by Section 3 of 
the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906 (34 Stat. 768), 
which reads as follows: 

‘Regulation 39, Application of Regulations. 

“*These regulations shall not apply to domestic 
meat and meat food products which are prepared, trans- 
porter or sold in interstate or foreign commerce under 
the meat inspection law and the regulations of the Sec- 


retary of Agriculture made thereunder, is hereby re- 
voked.

The revocation of Regulation 29 now gives the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture the power to treat meats and meat food 
products exactly like any other food in interstate commerce. 
The change, however, in no way interferes with the powers 
of the Department of Agriculture conducted under the Meat 
Inspection Law. It simply brings meat under the Food Act, 
as well as under the Meat Inspection Law, and thus gives the 
government control over meat foods, not only in the Fed- 
erally inspected establishments, but after the meat product 
has left such establishment on an interstate journey. 

Under the Meat Inspection Law, meat inspectors have ab- 
solutely no power to seize meat or meat food products that 
have become bad or have been adulterated after they have left 
a Federally inspected establishment. The only remedy possi-

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ble under the Meat Act is to proceed criminally against anyone 
selling bad meat, but even in this event, bad meat cannot be 
seized nor its sale prevented. 

The Department of Agriculture can now seize and pre- 
vent the sale of bad or adulterated meat, once it has crossed 
the State line and remains in interstate commerce. In case 
spoiled meat again reaches a Federally inspected establish- 
ment, it, of course, comes under the jurisdiction of the Meat 
Inspection Law, and can be destroyed, as heretofore has been 
done. Under the new decision, the government can now con- 
trol meat foods in interstate commerce from the hoof to the 
retailer, subject only to the limitations of the power of the 
Federal Government in interstate commerce. Under the opin- 
ion of the Attorney General, and the action of the three sec- 
recretaries, the Department of Agriculture is empowered to 
require all manufactured meat products to conform fully to 
its labeling regulation, and can enforce its penalties, prosecu- 
tions, and seizures for misbranding and adulteration. The 
definition of ‘‘“Misbranding,’’ under the Food and Drugs Act, 
is far more stringent than the rule preventing the sale of 
meat products under a false or deceptive name under the Meat 
Inspection Law. Section 8 of the Food and Drugs Act, to 
which manufacturers of meat must now conform, provides 
that the term “‘misbranded”’ shall apply to “all articles of 
food, or articles which enter into the composition of food, the 
package or label of which shall bear any statement, design or 
device regarding such article, or the ingredients or substances 
contained therein, which shall be false or misleading in any 
particular, and to any food product which is falsely branded 
as to the State, Territory, or county in which it is manufac- 
tured or produced.” The Department of Agriculture can now 
also apply fully to meat products its rules regarding state- 
ments as to weight or volume or number of pieces in a pack- 
age, required of other foods. 

A committee has been appointed by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to provide an effective plan for co-operation between 
the Bureau of Chemistry and the Bureau of Animal Industry 
to exercise control to the full extent authorized by law over 
domestic meats and meat food products. With effective co- 
operation between these two Bureaus, the seizure arm of the 
Food and Drugs Act, it is believed, will be a powerful means 
of regulating traffic in unsound meats. 


THE MARTIN WAGNER COMPANY FIRE. 


Immense Packing Plant Totally Destroyed—American Can 
Company Branch Wiped Out—East Brooklyn Box Com- 
pany’s Plant and Supplies All Food of Flames. 


One of the most destructive fires to visit the canning in- 
dustry of this section since the great Baltimore conflagration 
of 1904 happened on Friday, June 13th, at 9 P. M., and re- 
sulted in wiping out the extensive and well-appointed canning 
establishment of the Martin Wagner Company, on Wagner’s 
Point, across the harbor, in Baltimore. On this point of land, 
affording unequalled rail and water facilities, the Martin 
Wagner Company had built a little town of its own, sur- 
rounding its great works. The canning plant itself covered 
a wide area, terminating with a good wharf and dock, which 
was also used in tomato season and oyster canning time for 
the factory operations. The canning house proper was at the 
rear of this, and adjoining it was the catsup and preserving 
department. Nearby, with can chutes right into the various 
departments, was located a branch of the American Can Com- 
pany, this plant having been bought from the Martin Wagner 
Company at the time of the formation of this company. Prac- 
tically the entire output of this branch was taken by the 
Wagner Company. 

Within the circle of these buildings was located the box- 
making establishment of the East Brooklyn Box Company, 
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whose output also was mainly absorbed by the Wagner Com- 
pany. While both the can factory and the box factory were 
operated independently of the canning factory, the buildings 
were all owned by the Wagner Company. Surrounding these 
were the neat homes of the workers, making quite a village. 

It is understod the fire broke out in the engine room of 
the canning plant, and gained such headway before the small, 
volunteer fire company could reach it, that it was impossible 
to overcome it. The various fireboats of the city were rushed 
to the scene, but were able to do little or nothing, and the 
fire had to be left to complete its destruction. As a conse- 
quence the entire manufacturing plant, including canning, 
box-making and can factory were wiped out. The dwellings 
of the workers were, however, out of reach of the flames, and 
so escaped. 

Rebuilding on the Old Site. 

Before the ruins had completely cooled the Martin Wag- 
ner Company turned their force of hands into clearing away 
the debris, and began the erection of a temporary canning 
department, to serve their purposes until a new plant can be 
designed and built. They expect to have this in operation 
very shortly, as the active canning season is now upon them. 
There was some local talk of taking over the plant of the 
J. S. Farren Co., which is now idle, but entirely equipped and 
ready for immediate operation, but the Wagner Company de- 
cided not to do this, preferring to hold their force together 
by employing them in the rebuilding, as far as possible. The 
Martin Wagner Company operated the year around, their 
baked bean department never closing, except on the enforced 
holidays. Wagner’s Dog Head Baked Beans have attained a 
national reputation, as likewise their catsup of the same 
brand, to say nothing of their grea: line of varied products, 
including canned and preserved jams and jellies. 

Their main office, located on Baltimore’s new water front, 
on Pratt street, and which also serves as a warehouse for 
immediate requirements, remains, and they are, therefore, 
able to take care of business from this end without interrup- 
tion. 

The total loss from the fire is estimated at about $500,- 
000, nearly, if not entirely, covered by insurance. 

The American Can Company wishes to announce that the 
destruction of their plant on Wagner’s Point will not interfere 
with their production or delivery of cans, as their other fac- 
tories have ample facilities to fully maintain their usual 
standard of service. As above stated, the output of the Wag- 
ner plant was practically absorbed by the Wagner Company. 

In a recent fire at Havre de Grace it was erroneously re- 
ported by the daily papers that the plant of the American 
Can Company had been damaged. The fire there was in a 
lumyer yard adjoining their factory, and while it did some 
minor damage to the S. J. Seneca canning factory, it did no 
damage to the American Can plant. 


W. M. GRIFFIN DEAD. 


Mr. W. M. Griffin, President of the Griffin & Skelly Com- 
pany, of San Francisco, died on Monday, the 9th, after an ill- 
ness of several weeks. Mr. Griffin was one of the most 
highly regarded canners on the Pacific Coast and had been 
instrumental in working his company into the front ranks of 
the famous canners of California. The fact that he was sick 
was not generally known to the industry, until recently, and 
then all became anxious to know how the patient was pro- 
gressing. Even then it was not generally supposed that he 
was in danger. 


His death has cast a pall of gloom over a host of friends, 


for the industry has lost a man who was always an honor to 
his calling.

The “Interstate Grocer’ of St. Louis, in its last issue 
dealt strongly with the recent effort of the Supreme Court to 
deny protection to the owners of patent rights. It said: 


“On the heels of the formation of the National Fair Com- 
petition League, the purpose of which is to protect trade- 
marks from vandalism—of which price-cutting is one of the 
worst forms—comes the first suit of the Government to apply 
the recent decision of the United States Supreme Court deny- 
ing patentees the right to fix the resale price by retailers. 
While the suit is directed at the Eastman Kodak Company, its 
outcome is of direct consequent to the entire commercial 
world. 

“The organization of the National Fair Competition 
League is one of the most striking revolts against Government 
sanction of business piracy. lt marks a crucial point in the 
struggle by manufacturers to protect their profits, and it will 
have the support of a large number of influential periodicals 
whose editors can see the danger confronting not only the 
manufacturer and retailer, but also the consuming public in 
the price-cutting war impending as a result of the recent 
court decisions. On the Executive Committee of the League 
are two manufacturers whose products are handled by gro- 
cers, W. K. Kellogg, president of the Kellogg Toasted Corn 
Flake Company, and E. T. Welch, of the Welch Grape Juice 
Company. 

“The purpose of the organization is to study the interests 
of manufacturers of well-advertised brands, particularly 


with reference to the control of their products in channels of 
trade and protecting them from price-cutting.

“Tf what you desire, and what you purpose doing, were 
the perpetuation of monopoly instead of the opposite as I con- 
ceive it, you would have no opportunity whatsoever, in my 


opinion, to maintain that right or to extend it further, as I 
think it should be extended. 


““*Your position is a very clear one, and to my mind one 
that is extremely beneficent to business and to the country at 
large. YoYu say simply this: 

“That which is specifically mine, that which I create, the 
extension of my good-will, originally confined to my particu- 
lar establishment, now extended throughout the whole world, 
that is my specific property. 

“<T have made it valuable, and I make it valuable to the 
consumer, because I have endowed that specific property with 


qualities on which every one may rely. That is of value to 
the consumer, as it is of value to the maker. 


“Now, that thing has in it no element of monoly at all, and 
as has been said, ‘I fix the price at my peril. ; If I fix it too 
high, two things are likely to happen: the community won’t 


buy it, or some other person will come in and share my pros- 
perity so long as you have an open field of competition.’ ” 


“It is not in restraint of trade in any proper sense. 

“Tt stimulates trade, because it gives to that man who cre- 
ates a reward, and it is of the essense of trade to make the 
rewards of success earn success, and as long as we have free 
competition, as long as we have the freedom of individual de- 
velopment, untrammeled by any power which curbs the in- 
dividual effort, then we may safely allow men to take what 
they can get from an expectant public.” 

Periodicals Start Fight. 
The first gun from the periodicals was fired in the May 
issue of ‘“‘The Outlook,’ one of the most influential maga- 
zines in the country, which says, editorially, that the manu- 


facturer should be allowed to name and maintain the retail 
price at which his article should be sold. 


Thus do the fighters line up; the manufacturers on one 
side and the Department of Justice on the other. The latter, 
by filing suit against the Eastman Kodak Company, is, to 
a certain extent, attacking trade-mark value, though the East- 
man company is bardly in as fair a position as, say, the Kel- 
logg Company, for instance. The kodak company is more of 
a trust than any member of the National Fair Competition 
League, because it controls the kodak field, while the league 
is composed of competitors. 

Cannot Apply to Kellogg Case. 

The principle that a manufacturer cannot protect his 
resale price was laid down in the recent Sanatogen case. It 
is not believed, by a certain lawyer who has given both this 
and the Kellogg case considerable attention, that the Sana- 
togen case can be used as a precent in the Kellogg suit. This 
lawyer says: 

“There has been considerable comment in the grocery 
trade, and also among lawyers, as to the effect the recent de- 
cision by the United States Supreme Court in the ‘Sanatogen’ 
case will have on the suit instituted by the Government against 


the Kellogg Toasted Corn Flake Company for alleged infringe- 
ment of the Sherman law. 

“While it would appear to the layman, unacquainted with 
the intricacies and technicalities of the law, as if the decision 
in the Sanatogen case would have a vital bearing on the Kel- 
logg case, yet there are some differences between the two. 


“The only question determined by the court in the Sana- 
togen case was, ‘May a patentee by notice limit the price at 
which future retail sales of the patented article may be made, 
such article being in the hands of a retailer by purchase from 
a jobber who has paid to the agent of the patentee the full 
price asked for the article sold?” * * #* 

“The real question is whether in the exclusive right se- 
cured by statute to vend a patented article there is included 
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the right by notice to dictate the price at which subsequent 
sales may be made. 


“The court decided the patentee has no right. But how 
about the right of a patentee and purchaser by agreement fix- 
ing the resale price of a patented article? 

“Another paragraph of the decision is interesting in the 
case of Bement vs. National Harrow Company, where the own- 
er of a patent granted defendant a license to manufacture and 
sell harrows under an agreement that the licensee was not 
to sell for a less price than that named. The court says: ‘The 
case was one arising upon license agreements and did not in- 
volve the construction of the patent act in the circumstances 
now disclosed.’ 


“An interesting point in connection with the decisions 
in the ‘Mimeograph’ and Sanatogen cases was the alignment 
of the court on these two decisions. In the Mimeograph case 
Justice Lurton read the opinion, supported by Justices Mc- 
Kenna, Holmes and Van Deventer; the dissenting justices be- 
ing Chief Justice White and Justices Hughes and Lamar— 
a majority of one with seven justices sitting. 


“In the Sanatogen cuse the opinion was delivered by Jus 
tice Day, the other justices agreeing with Chief Justice White 
and Justices Hughes, Lamar and Pitney. The dissenting jus- 
tices were Justices McKenna, Holmes, Lurton and Van Deven- 
ter—a majority of one with nine justices sitting, but exactly 
the same alignment, with the exception that in the Mimeo- 
graph case Justices Day and Pitney were absent. 


“The vigorous fight being made by the Kellogg Company 
is attracting the attention not only of the grocery trade, but 
of all friends of price maintenance, and in the event of an 
adverse decision which would let down the bars to the price- 
cutters in all lines of trade, the question that naturally arises 
is, what could a manufacturer do to protect his product from 
these ghouls? 


“Is a big, legitimate industry like the Kellogg Company, 
built up not by throttling competition, but by industry and a 
wise selling policy, to be placed at the mercy of those harpies 
of the trade—the price-cutters? We wonder.”’ 


WONDERFUL EFFICIENCY. 


Dropped in among ihe miscellaneous news items of the 
daily papers, as if of less than ordinary consequence, appeared 
the following account of the operation of the passenger de- 
partment of the Pennsylvania Railroad, showing a degree of 
carefulness and a lack of personal danger in traveling that is 
hard to believe. The reader is not inclined to consider the 
magnificent system—the wonderful efficiency—that is account- 
able for such a showing as is given below, and which, as we 
have said, appeared in the daily papers this week: 

“Records now compiled show that if there had not 
been a single train wreck on the Pennsylvania Railroad 
in 1912, nevertheless 23 passengers—falling off trains, 
walking in front of trains at stations and getting on and 
off moving trains—would have been killed. 


“The fact is that 837,121 trains were run for an ag- 
gregate distance of 40,000,000 miles, carrying all told, 
100,000,000 people—more than the population of the 
United States—and two trains suffered wrecks, causing 
loss of life. 


“Twelve passengers were killed by falling from 
moving trains, three were killed while attempting to 
board moving trains and eight were struck by trains 
while at stations. ‘‘Accidents to passengers,” as offi- 
cially designated by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, thus include deaths of many people who are not on 
board trains. 

“Of the passengers injured in 1912, 321 were hurt 
getting on and off trains. Two hundred and fifty-five 
passengers were hurt in falling while on railroad prop- 
erty other than trains. All of these cases are officially 
recorded as ‘railway accidents.’ Dut to train accidents 
there were 212 passengers injured, of which number 
155 were injured in the two wrecks mentioned. 

“Nearly five hundred million passengers—one-third 
of the population of the globe—have been carried by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad in the past five years, and 
16 of them lost their lives in accidents to trains, nine 
having been killed in one accident. In five years only 
five trains out of over 4,000,000 operated suffered 
wrecks which caused the death of any of the passengers 
carried on them.” 

The last paragraph might well be considered as stating 
one of the most wonderful accomplishments of modern times.

CROP REPORTS. 


The Conditions of Crops in the Various Sections as Reported 
by the Canners Themselves—Definite and Authori- 
tative as Seen in the Date and Signa- 
ture—tU p-to-the-Minute. 


Talbot County, Md., June 14th, 1913. 


The Canning Trade: The acreage of tomatoes in this 
county is about two-thirds normal; the plants are small and 
the flea bugs and frost seem to be doing considerable dam- 
age. It is too early to give much of an idea what the out- 
come will be when fruiting season arrives. We do not look 
for any increase in this section, this season, as most canners 
seem to have cut their acreage over last year. We are pay- 
ing $9. 

As to crop conditions, in the first place the frosts and 
the insects together destroyed many plant beds making a 
searcity of plants, and in the second place the transplanting 
has been late. The transplanted plants have suffered con- 
siderably from cold and insects. 


James, Md., June 14th, 1913. 


The Canning Trade: We pack tomatoes only, and this 
season the acreage is less, somewhat, than last year, and 
they are not looking well. The season will be late. The fiea 
bug and cool weather have prevented a good stand. 


SPEDDEN PACKING CO. 


Oriole, Md., June 16th, 1913. 

The Canning Trade: Usually we pack peas, tomatoes 
and string beans, and while we have about the same amount 
of acreage the outlook now is very poor. It would be fair 
if we got rain within the next week. The damage has been 
caused by frosts, winds and now the drouth. 


Salisbury, Md., June 17th, 1913. 

The Canning Trade: This has been rather a dull sea- 
son among packers in Dorchester, Wicomico and Somerset. 
Counties. There was hardly half a crop of strawberries any- 
where on the Eastern Shore and the markets of Boston, New 
York and Philadelphia, and many smaller cities were far and 
above the prices usually paid by canners, and the result is 
that there is no berry pack in this section this year. Last 
year there was a full crop of berries and before the season 
was half over the markets were gluited, prices being so low 
that the growers could not ship at a profit. Then it was they 
turned to the canners, who were willing to take their crops 
and work them up, allowing the growers 2%c. per quart for 
good capped berries. Not only did the latter make a little 
money from their surplus crops, but it is said the canning 
houses also realized a fair profit from their packs. 

The tomato pack is now the chief topic of conversation 
among those who operate canneries, and preparations are now 
being made to take care of the crop. It is stated, however, 
that the acreage this year will not equal that of 1912 by 
about one-third. Thus far conditions have been favorable 
for a fair yield, and unless this section is visited by the 
drouth there will be the usual rush at the canning houses, 
though it will not be continuous, like that of last year. Be- 
cause of the cool weather and light frosts of last week pack- 
ers say the season will not open earlier than August 25th. 

D. J. Elliott, a prominent lumber man and capitalist of 
Salisbury, is now erecting a iarge cannery near Byrd’s Sta- 
tion, within the city limits of Salisbury, and enxpects to get 
his share of the crops in this section. Mr. Elliott is not a 
new man in the business, having operated canneries further 
down the Wicomico River for a number of years. 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Le Roy, N. Y., June 16th, 1913. 
The Canning Trade: There is a less acreage of corn, 
peas, beans and pumpkin this season, but the outlook at 
present is for a fair yield. We have been having cold weath-

Northern and Western N. Y., June 17th, 1913. 


The Canning Trade: Crops have been somewhat dam- 
aged by the unusual and unseasonable cold weather, but to 
what extent can only be determined by the developments of 
the next sixty days. We would say that the acreage is 
about the same. Small fruits are late and scarce, effected by 
cold weather. Peas are a light crop, but the vines look 


healthy. We do not anticipate quite a full pack. Beans and 


corn have only been planted during the past two weeks, and 
no estimate can be given. Prospects are tor a smaller pack 


_ than normal in Northern and Western New York. 


a Fayette, Ohio, June 17th, 1913. 
* The Canning Trade: We pack corn and tomatoes most- 
ly. The acreage of tomatoes is the same and of corn one- 
half the usual. Tomatoes look fair, but the bugs ‘and dry 
weather are against them. Corn is not as good as last year 
a this time. It is hard to tell just what the outcome will be 
but just at this time the outlook is not very flattering. We 
have had bugs, frost and dry and hot weather for the past 
week.

Lorain County, O., June 16th, 1913. 

The Canning Trade: We have had a cold, backward 
spring, but at present it is extremely hot and dry. Generally 
speaking, the acreage is «bout 80 rer cent. of normal. Ber- 
ries and fruits are normal, but it is too early to speak of the 
other crops. 

Gibson City, D1., June 16th, 1913. 

The Canning Trade: Corn is our line, and this season 
the acreage is 50 per cent. of the usual. The crop is late, 
but with a fair stand, and prospecis are just fair. All corn 
was frosted, but probably not injured.

The Canning Trade: The present condition of crops is 
poor on about one-half the usual acreage. We pack peas, 
corn, hominy, kraut, pumpkin and kidney beans, and we re- 
gard prospects as the poorest is years, all due to dry weath- 
er.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Last week we give an account of the formation of a 
National Food Conference, a new association as it were. 
and in doing so may have caused the impression that the 
National Canners’ Association was an active member in 
this new venture. This would be a mistake, for at the 
meeting of the National Executive Committee in Chicago, 
recently, when the question of jeming this then proposed 
Association was brought up, it was decided not to do so. 
The facts in the case are that Secretary Gorrell, who was 
attending the Convention of the National Wholesale Gro- 
cers’ Association in Atlantic City---where this Food Con- 
ference was formed—happened in the room for a few 
moments, but took no part in the meeting. His pres- 
ence there gave rise to the report that the National 
Canners’ Association was one of the formers of this Na- 


tional Food Conference; whereas, in fact, it was and is 
not, 


bers. 


This statement is not to be taken as in any way re- 
flecting upon the Conference, nor upon any of its mem. 
It is made merely for the purpose of correcting a 
misstatement on our part. The National Canners’ Asso- 
ciation had voted not to join in the new movement, and 
therefore could not have done so. 


Gradually the canning industry is working around to 
a point where it is able, collectively and individually, to 
take care of itself, a fact that was shown on various occa- 
sions last season, wherein packers refused to be imposed 


upon by their growers, and stood up for their rights— 
and secured them. 


A case of interest to all canners was tried last week 
before Justice of the Peace Dennis J. Wood at Milford, 
Delaware, with three referees as jury. 

The facts, briefly stated, are that during the tomato 
packing season in September, 1912, a grower, Ora Rob- 
erts, of Sussex County, Delaware, offered for delivery a 
wagon load of tomatoes at the cannery of F. A. Torsch, 
in Milford, and the grower was notified that the tomatoes 
were not up to contract, and would only be received, with 
the understanding that he would allow the tomatoes to be 
culled, and the culls to be deducted from the net weight 
and taken away. This the grower refused to consent to, 
and after leaving his wagon load cf tomatoes at the can- 
nery, and going into town to consult his lawyer, he came 
back and drove the load of tomatoes through the shed and 
stopped about ten feet from the scalder, and dumped the 
entire load of tomatoes on the ground, and drove away 
with his empty baskets. 

On the following morning he returned with a similar 
load and asked if they would be accepted, and he was 
again told they would net be accepted without being 
culled, and he proceeded to dump that load on top of the 
first load on the ground, and again drove away with his 
empty baskets. 

At the close of the season a check was made out for 
the tomatoes which had previously been accepted, but with- 
out including the two loads which had been dumped on 
the ground. The grower declined to receive the check. 
and upon the cash money being tendered him, he declined 
to receive that, and allowed the matter to rest until re- 
cently, when he entered suit for the entire amount, includ. 
ing the two loads which had been dumped on the grouna. 

Quite a number of witnesses were called in to testify 
for the grower, but they all admitted that there were more 
or less culls among the tomatoes, although the grower him- 
self even denied this. 

The jury rendered the verdict only for the amount o/ 
the tomatoes which had been accepted, and not including 
the two loads which had been dumped upon the ground. 

The attorney for the cannery, J. Hall Anderson, a‘ 
Dover, made a very clear argument, supported by half « 
dozen or more legal decisions in Delaware, Missouri, New 
York State and other States, showing that the grower had 
adopted the wrong course in attempting to force goods 
upon the packer in the manner he did, and the jury did not 
lose any time in reaching a decision. 
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This seems to settle the question as to the right of a 
grower to offer for delivery on a contract, produce which 


is not up to a contract, and the right of the canner to insist 
upon the same being cu‘led or otherwise refused. 


The attcrneys for the grower were Messrs. Davis, of 
Milford, and Cullen, of Georgetown, Del. 

A further question as to the right of the grower to 
make the cannery premises a dumping ground for refuse, 
in the shape of unsound or unripe tomatoes, will be further 
tested by suits for trespass entered at the time this dump- 
ing of tomatoes occurred, and which are still on the docket

of the Court at Georgetown to be tried later. However, 
there does not seem to be much argument necesary to make 
it plain that the cannery is not compelled to receive un- 
sound produce, and when such is refused, it must be re- 
moved by the grower and not dumped at will on the prem- 
ises of the canner. The strict regulations of the Delaware 
law governing sanitary conditions of the canneries make 
it necessary to oberve such a rule, in addition to which 
the national authorities take account of such conditions. 

The Delaware Cannery Law went into force on June 
Ist with Dr. William R. Messick as; cannery inspector, and 
there is every indication that it will be rigidly enforced. 

No grower has any moral right to force a canner to 
accept all kinds and conditions of crops; but as a rule the 
canners have not had the backbone to “stick up” for their 
rights, heretofore, being afraid of losing the grower as 
such. Yet the grower knows all too well whether the prod- 
uce he is offering is fit and proper or not; and when it is 
turned down because it is not fit, the grower as a ‘fact 
rather admires than dislikes the canner.

Canners contracting for stocks—Will be shortage in Clingstone Peaches —Cherry 


and Berry packing in full swing—Future buying light Both Pea and As- 


paragus packs light.

San Francisco, Cal., June 20, 1913. 

Crop Conditions.—Now that crop conditions are in a set- 
tled shape and canners have contracted for a large portion of 
the raw stock that will be needed this season, opening prices 
are to be expected at any time. While there has not been 
a general crop failure in any section of California this season, 
some varieties of fruit will be in light supply, and prices on 
most lines are expected to be higher than was the case a 
year ago. Now that the harvesting of cherries is under way, 
it is being discovered that the output will be lighter than was 
erpected even a month ago, and the apricot crop is also prov- 
ing to be smaller than was anticipated. The Bartlett pear 
crop in the Sacramento Valley is also below the normal in size, 
it being estimated that not more than 70 per cent. of an ave:- 
age crop will be harvested. A large peach crop will be har- 
vested, but canning stock will not be over-plentiful, especially 
in choice clingstones. The effects of the long drouth are being 
severely felt in many sections, and the fruit will run to small 
sizes. An idea of what may be expected along the line of 
opening prices may be judged from the fact that canners are 
now paying $15 a ton more for apricots than was the case last 
year. More is being paid for cherries, and some varieties of 
peaches are bringing higher rates. Orange clings are being 
contracted for, at an average of about $22 a ton, Tuscans avr 
$26 and Phillips at $30. 

Future Buying Light.—The buying of future fruits this 
season has been rather light, although considerable attention 
has been paid to apricots and a few grades of fruits that prom- 
ise to be in light supply. Packers anticipated this condition 
of affairs, as this has been the general tendency for several 
seasons, and are going ahead with their plans for putting up 
as large a pack as possible. Spot stocks have been closely 
cleaned up, in spite of the immense pack of last year, and the 
market is in a very firm condition. Heavy buying is antici- 
pated as soon as opening prices are named, and as the pack 
in many lines will be well below that of last year, the season 
is expected to be one of early advances and withdrawals. 

Tomatoes.—The tomato crop in the Bay section promises 
to be a rather light one, as the acreage is not large and the 
dry weather has interfered with the growth of the vines. How- 


ever, tomatoes are being grown for the canneries this season - 


in sections that have never produced any in the past, and there 
is a possibility that the crop may be as heavy as the one har- 
vested last year. The tomato market is quiet here, holdings 
of spot stocks being rather limited, especially in solid pack. 
Some packers are making an effort to clean up their stocks 
of No. 2% standards and are oifering this grade at 80c., in- 
stead of 82146c., at which price stocks have been held. No. 3 
Standards are in light supply, and at least one prominent firm 
has withdrawn quotations. No business is being done in fu- 
tures, and none will be solicited until crop and market condi- 
tions are more settled. 

Asparagus and Peas.—Asparagus and pea-packing is about 
at an end, and deliveries of new-pack goods are now com- 
mencing. The pack of the latter is very light and canners are 
oversold, some as much as 50 per cent. The pack of aspara- 
gus is below that of last season and is still moving rather 
slowly, although the demand for some grades has been good. 
Most of the old pack is now off the market, and a better de- 
mand for the new pack is now expected. 

Coast Notes.—The Tulare Canning Company has been re- 
organized and active preparations are-now under way to com- 
mence operations in July. Frank Gianinni, William Swall, J. 
Morrison and W. B. Barr, the directors who formerly held a 
controlling interest in the company, have resigned and dis- 
posed of their holdings. The new board consists of Vernon 
Campbell, president; J. A. Campbell, vice president; C. A. 
Henry, secretary-treasurer; L. J. Campbell and N. A. Peter- 
son. A large contract has been placed for cans, and it is 
expected that about 60,000 cases of peaches will be packed 
this season. 

The Healdsburg Canning Association has taken over the 
Dirvin cannery and is making many improvements in this, 
preparatory to opening the season on fruits and tomatoes. 
Some berries will be handled. The officers of the Association 
are R. G. Cook, president, and George Miller, treasurer. 


The Code-Portwood Canning Company, a pioneer Califor- 
nia packing firm, has changed its name to that of H. G. Prince 
& Co. The change was made for the reason that the old name 
was found to be too cumbersome, and.because of the fact that 
Mr. Prince is the only one remaining of the original firm. 
There is no change in the officers, stockholders or manage- 
ment, although new capital has been added to care for the 
growth in business. 


The prospects are for a very large olive crop in California 
this season in spite of the dry year. Picklers and canners are 
already in the field attempting to place contracts for stock, and 
$125 a ton is being freely offered for olives suitable for can- 
ning. The great demand for ripe olives is leading growers to 
center their attention upon the varieties suitable for canning, 
and the oil end of the industry is being neglected as a result. 

W. Winson, an olive expert of the Olive Producers’ Asso- 
ciation of Los Angeles, will leave shortly for Spain, Italy and 
other European countries to study and compare foreign meth- 
ods of growing and handling olives. 


Gugeniero Agronomo Justo P. Zavalla, who recently grad- 
uated from the College of Agriculture of the University of 
California, has commenced a series of experiments in the bac- 
teriology of fruit canning in a large plant at Sunnyvale. Za- 
valla, who is from the Argentine Republic, came to this coun- 
try less than two years ago, and has since mastered English 
and finished a course at the University. He will spend one 
year in research work at the cannery, and will take a post- 
graduate course at the State University. ; 


Libby, McNeill & Libby will handle tomatoes this season 
at the new cannery at Sacramento, and have already con- 
tracted for 2,500 tons from Henry Kleinsorge of Florin. 

The fruit crop in the Hemet Valley is very heavy this sea- 
son, and the Hemet Canning Company expects to secure fully 
2,000 tons. President J. M. Frazier and Manager W. S. Mudd 
are now in the field purchasing stock. 

The Hidden Inlet Canning Company has been incorpo- 
rated at Seattle, Wash., by J. A. Frye, A. M. Lee and others, 
with a capital stock of $35,000. 

The famous old ship Glory of the Seas has been remod- 
eled again, and will be used as a floating cold storage plant, 
instead of a floating salmon cannery. She is being taken to 
Alaskan waters.

BALTIMORE. 


June 21, 1913. 


Unfavorable weather conditions prevailed again this week 
throughout this section, and the Tomato growers are be- 
coming uneasy over the. poor prospects for the coming crop. 
Last week we had frost and ice, and this week the tempera- 
ture was as high as 98 degrees. The young Tomato plants 
set out recently are receiving a baptism of fire from Old Sol, 
and the ground is so dry that it is next to useless to set out 
more plants until there is some rain, the lack of which is 
badly felt. Because of these disappointing conditions tne 
buying movement in ‘‘futures,’’ which began two or three 
weeks ago, continued this week and increased in volume, with 
strong indications of an active, if not a higher, market ahead. 


Spot Tomatoes were active and stronger this week, and 
at the close today the market showed signs of stiffening up in 
prices in all sections. When the official statistics of the pack 
of 1912 were published fall fall, showing an output of over 
14,000,000 cases, against an averege annual output in the 
three preceding years of, say, 10,500,000 cases, nearly every- 


one anticipated a big break in the prices of spot Tomatoes, in 
the belief that annual consumption was between 10,000,000 
and 11,000,000 cases, but the maximum ¢ecline during the 
following six months was only 7%c. dozen, nearly all of which 
has been recovered during the last four weeks, with a stronger 
feeling in the market at this writing. Does the advance in 
- the prices means that the consumption is really closer to the 
output of 1912, and that a minimum annual output of 14,- 


000,000 cases will be required hereafter to meet the increas- 
ing demand? Everyone knows that there has been no specu- 
lative buying of spot Tomatoes, the character of the buying 
since last fall proves it. The month of June is always con- 
sidered to be the time for the canners to unload spot Tomatoes 
at some concessions, rather than carry them into the next 
season, but this June appears to be the exception. There is 
food for thought. 


The coming week will end the Pea canuing season here, 
with the lightest output in many years, and the highest cost 
to pack them. Some of the largest packers of Peas did not 
pack a can of them. The new crops of String Beans and 
Wax Beans are now due, and they are reported to be short 
also. Spinach is quite strong. Sweet Potatoes have nearly 
recovered their loss during the winter, and are very strong 
now. Low-priced Corn is tinding more friends. Kraut has 
advanced in the last two weeks. Lima Beans are awakening, 
and Baked Beans are a little bit more active. 


Strawberries are over, and the output is the lightest in 
years. The crops of White and Red Cherries were very small. 
Gooseberries are now arriving, and the crop is excellent. Rasp- 


berries, Blackberries, Blueberries, are all due, but none packed 
yet. Pineapples are over, with a small pack. No canner will 
make fair prices on future Peaches, afraid of a short crop. 
Spot Peaches fairly active this week at higher prices. Can- 
ners feel discouraged because of small crops of fruits. It is 


estimated that the pack of all fruits and vegetables up to this 
dates does not exceed 40 per cent. of the output of the same 
articles up to the same date in 1912. Pears and Apples are 
reported to be short crops, but they are not due for some 
months yet. Meantime cheap Pears are being picked up. 


Cove Oysters are sirong, though less active. Herring 


Roe will be a scarce article this summer and next winter.

Tomatoes.—The Spot Tomato market is daily gaining in 
strength. For desirable goods 80c: is ‘“‘past history;”’ 82%c. 
is now the order of the day, and for buyer’s label 85c. is gen- 
erally asked; in fact, it is difficult to locate any unlabellea 
goods of desirable quality. Merchants are beginning to real- 
ize that goods that will meet the requirements of careful 
buyers are difficult to obtain, and with this realization has 
come the advance in the market, and as first impressions are 
strengthened by experience, the market has advanced and is 
advancing. 

In Future Tomatoes, packers are much alarmed over the 
situation—some have withdrawn from the market altogether, 
awaiting further developments. Practically all the 80c. busi- 
ness of desirable character has been booked, and now most 
reliable packers are unwilling to accept business under 82%%c., 
and are not anxious for it at that. No matter what may be 
conditions from this time on, the season will evidently be late, 
and plants set out at such a late season seldom, if ever, pro- 
duce a normal yield. Should the present dry weather con- 
tinue for another two weeks, the acreage will be very materi- 
ally curtailed. Some have not as yet set any plants, and 
many have not set more than from one-fourth to one-third. 

Old reliable Tomato growers say they never count on a 
full crop if the plants are not set and all replanting over by 
the 10th of June. We do not believe that 10 per cent. of the 
crop was planted on June 10th, 19138, and we do not think 
over 50 per cent. of the plants are set today. If refreshing 
showers and seasonable weather should immediately return 
and be followed by normal crop conditions the balance of the 
season, a shortage may be averted. 

The situation bears careful watching. We have given 
you our candid opinion, backed up by years of experience in 
the game. If conditions change, everything may be all right 
and we may have a normal pack; if present conditions con- 
tinue, you will be very sorry that you have not supplied 
your needs at present prices. It’s a gamble. We have frank- 
ly stated conditions, and we would urge your careful attention, 
and trust you won’t let the market get away from you. 

Corn.—There is little new to report in either Spot or 
Future Corn. The market remains unchanged, except that 
there is a continued stronger tone to the spot market, and it 
is more difficult to locate desirable lots, except at advanced 
prices. The 50c. delivered article is now much more diffi- 
cult to locate, and few are willing to accept less than 55c. 
f. o. b. factory for standard grades, with extra and fancy 
grades still continuing scarce and commanding good prices 
when demanded. 

The cold weather has greatly retarded the growth of the 
early Corn, and the natural result will be to bring the differ- 
ent plantings all on’ together, which will make the bettei 
grades more difficul to obtain. 

The future of the Corn situation lies before us and de- 
pends almost entirely on crop conditions and the amount of 
curtailment resorted to by packers. If all will pull together 
and none try to break a trace, the Corn situation and the mar- 
ket may round to. If not, the grunts will continue.
